The latest reports- show that all 


lli« .states enroll more tbiiii 21,000,- 
000 i-hilclren in their public s<-hools. 


More Hum 11,000,000 are enrolled 


in the cities ;mH incorporated to'.viis 
and about 10,000,000 in" the scliools 
of the open 'i-ountrv. \VJiile Ihe pity 
and village schools have about 9,000- 
000 in averaire dai],v attendance the 
country sc'hools have about 7,000,- 
00(1. The length of sc-Iiool term in the 
cities is over jiine months, or 182 
days, while the country school.- run 
less than seven months or less than 
137 <lays in the year. In the cities 
1he average number of days attended 
by e-ach pupil enrolled is 143 while 
in the rural districts the average pu- 
pil attends only 90 days in the year. 
Is this giviiMjr ihe country hoy and 
girl an equal chance with those in the 
city"? Compare the one-room coun- 
try school house, 
poorly equipped 


and t-oini'orllf.-r-, with the handsome 
school building of the city with the 
best equipment. Compare tin* poorly 
paid country teacher trying to in- 
struct children in six or eiyht grades 
in one room with the well trained and 
fairly paid teacher of the city in- 
structing a clasft of one grade in one 
room. 


Wliy are the country schools so 


inferior to the city schools? 
It is 


because the average country district 
is. not rich enough to pay for a good 


' school. Host of the wealth is in the 


cities and a comparatively low school 
tax secures good .-chols. In 
some 


states where the cities can maintain 
excellent schools with a tax of 50 
cents 0:1 the .$100 worth of property 
•there are country districts, unable 
to have jrimd x-hools by payinjr three 
or four time- thfs rate. The hone of 
our rural schools Is in 
increased 


stale aid which means a larger tax 
upon- wealth fur 
the,

schools of tiie people. All the child- 
ren in the 
cities have the

.school privileges whether their par- 
ents are rich or poor. lu other words 
those who have wealth arc paying 
for ihe schooling; of the children of 
those who pay no taxes.
